This is in response to your web portal request dated April 23, 2019, and received the 
same day. You requested, pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), a copy of the 
agency’s FOIA log covering Fiscal Year 2018, which includes a field showing the subject of each 
request and a field for the final disposition. 

We have found documents responsive to your request. Your request is being provided on 
CD and bracketed where information has been withheld. I have determined to withhold 
information within the brackets pursuant to FOIA Exemption 6 (U.S.C. 552(b) (6)). Exemption 
6 protects information about individuals when the disclosure of such information “would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 

If you consider this a denial of access to records in possession of this agency, you may 
file an administrative appeal. If you decide to do so, your appeal must be received within 90 
days of the date of this letter. It should be addressed to the Chairman, United States International 
Trade Commission, 500 E Street, S.W., Washington, D.C. 20436, and clearly indicate both on the 
envelope and in the letter that it is a “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.” It should clearly 
state the grounds upon which you believe this denial of access to be in error. For further 
information on appeal procedures, see 19 CFR 201.18, attached. 

The Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) offers mediation services to 
resolve disputes between FOIA requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to 
litigation.
